while having a Sedalia date 
line,

called to the subject in tile columns 
of this newspaper on Tuesday by 
Mr. Andrews was certainly timely. 
M ater and milk are the two uni­ 
versal liquids of human consump­ 
tion, consequently they are the car­ 
riers of disease germs, particularly 
those of typhoid fever. 
Comparatively few Sedalians now 
use drinking water from wTells or 
cisterns, most of them using amply 
safeguarded city w*ater which has 
been chemically treated and, being 
regularly 
analyzed by competent 
and recognized chemistry, typhoid 
authority, is comparable to cistern 
danger 
from that source is prac­ 
tically eliminated. 
But how about milk? Raw milk,

eontageous disease to

Dr. North, staff physician 
of the New York City, Milk com­ 
mission. says, “no case of typhoid 
fever was ever traced to pasteuriz­ 
ed milk.” 
There are several reasons for the 
immunity from typhoid 
possessed

That process kills disease germs; 
such milk is contained in steriliz­ 
ed bottles: it is handled mechani­

all the way 
through from

People could live on pasteurized 
milk, if necessary, without any oth­ 
er item of food—it is wholesome, 
balanced and complete food of its- 
self. 
The meat, 
vegetables—in 
fact .nearly all other

food are exposed to typhoid or oth­ 
er contagions. But having access to 
pure, safe drinking water and pas­ 
teurized milk, Sedalians can 
feel 
safe as being free from danger of 
typhoid contagion. That safeguard 
has been the chief cause of the 
tremendous growth in the business 
of milk condensaries 
throughout 
America during the past few years 
say the users of this “canned cow-” 
wrhile they know it is not as pala­ 
table or economical as pasteurized 
pure, clean milk, also know Ilia* 
the heating process to which it 
has been subjected freed it from 
disease germs, and they also know* 
it is clean.
